During Hour of Rites 
1,000,000 Children in 


Schools Join in Services to 
Memory of Late Executive 


—Body Buried in Brook- 
lyn Cemetery. 


By Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—The body of 


Mayor Gaynor was taken at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning from its resting place in 
the city hall to Trinity Church, where 


Bishop Greer read the solemn Episcopal 
service for the burial of the dead. 

A standing army of citizens, many 
thousands strong—greater in number 
than the throng which had gazed on the 
body as it lay in state yesterday— 
crowded the sidewalk from curb to build- 
Ing line as the funeral train crept alorg 
the 10 blocks of Lower Broadway from 
the city hall to the church. The low- 
lying clouds lifted shortly before the 
long cortege starte@ and the march to 
the church was under an overcast sky 
from which the sun shone fitfully 
through rifts tn the clouds. 

Heading the throng of marchers was 
a single line of eight mounted police 
Behind them came, in the order named, 
the police band, playing the measured 
strains of the Dead March, a regiment 
ef mounted police, 12 abreast,.and anoth- 
ef regiment of police on foot in lines 
that stretched across Broadway from 
curb to curb. Next was the coffin. 

16 Horses Draw Catafalque. 

With the: official flag of the Mayor 
draped at “its. head, the ‘ceffin lay 10 
puen above. athe Preps hioted aa a cat-

imi of white crysanthemums lay on 
the right of the casket, another wreath 
of orchifis and ferns lay on the left and 
# third rested at the dead Mayor's feet. 
Sixteen black horses, heavy with blach 
trappings, flanked on the right by a sin 
gle file of police, on the left by fire- 


men, drew the catafalaue through tha, 


street. 

As thé coffin passed between the two 
walls of spectators, held to the curb 
by an unbroken line of police, everv 
man bared his head and only the blue- 
capped patrolmen remained covered. Of 
these there were 500 in the line of 
march or on duty along the way of the 
funeral train. 

The 12 honorary pallbearers, headed. bv 
William H. Taft, marched six on either 
side of the coffin. Behind them came 
official committees of the city, two 
companies of city hall police—men who 
had come in daily contact. with the 
’ Mayor during his lifetime—and the long 
train of organizations and individuais 
chosen from the many who applied for 
places in the funeral train. More than 
1,000 had wanted to be in the line, but 
in accord with Mrs. Gaynor’s wishes fo~ 
as simple services and little display as 
possible, less than half the number 
were permitted to participate.. 

School Children Offer Services. 

So silent stood the throngs of spec- 
tators that the tolling of the bell in 
the tower of Trinity could be heard 
at the city hall when the cortege 
started. Tens of thousands stood si- 
lently about the church during the 
services. The seating capacity of 860 
was insufficient to provide for even a 
small fraction of the thousands who 
sought admittance. An  overflov: 
meeting was held in St. Paul's Church, 
half a dozen blocks away, 

After halting at the church while 
the body was taken from the cata- 
falque to the chancel on the shoulders 
of alx firemen and six policemen,. the 
funeral train marched to the battery, 
turning back and standing till the 
conclusion of the church services. 
Then the march was resumed _ to 
Greenwood Cemetery in Brooklyn. 

The city’s industries marked time 
during the funeral services. ™ » mu- 
nicipal departments we sed for 
the day. The New: York Stock Ex- 
ehange did not open till noon, the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange and sev- 
eral mercantile exchanges were closed 
all day. 

One million schoo! children partic- 
ipated in services in the dead Mayor's 
memory in every public schoolhouse 
and thousands of firms heeded the 
request of Mayor Kline that business 
be suspended for an hour.

Burglars were poorly paid for a trou- 
blesome job of safe blowing they under- 
took at the offices of the Bowe Pie Co., 
£182 Mullanphy street, Sunday morn- 
ing. After taking the safe to a rear 
building, to prevent the sound of an 


end rigging up an electric battery at- 
tachment, they blew the strong box with 
nitroglycerin and removed the contents 
—six empty boxes. 

The only loss to the company, accord- 
ing to M. W. Bowe, president, was dam- 
age to the safe of about $65.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—EvWidence that 
Father Hans Schmidt and Dr. Ernest 


Muret, his dentist friend, planned a 
campaign of murder for the purpose of 
collecting life insurance money, reached 
the police today. It tended to explain 
the blank death certificates found in 
Father Schmidt's room. 

The evidence came from a physician, 
who told Inspector Faurot of the De- 
tective Bureau that Father Schmidt and 
Muret a short time ago tried to arrange 
with him to issue death certificates in 
the event of the sudden death of per- 
sons just insured. 

Physician Rejected Scheme. 

‘I cannot divulge at this time the 
identity of the physician,’’ said the in- 
spector. “If the story told by him is 
true, ‘the fact stands out big and black 
that Father Schmidt and Dr. Muret had 
a plan whereby they would collect in- 
suranee. The physician flatly declined 
to listen to their proposal.’’ 

Inspector Faurot has learned, he said, 
that the dentist, at one time in his life, 
figured as an insurance broker. 

Schmidt bitterly resents the efforts 
of Dr. Gustav Scholer, an insanity ex- 
pert employed by his own lawyer, to ex- 
amine him. .The priest -insists that ef- 
forts in his behalf are wasted,.as he 
wants to go to the electric chair as 
quickly as possible. 

“The sooner I am united with God and 
my <Anna,’’ the priest told Attorney 
Koelble, “the better it will be for me.” 

Since Father Schmidt was sent to the 
Tombs he has not been shaved. He 
cannot shave himself, would not be 
trusted with a razor to do so if he could, 
and has expressed no desire to be shaved 
in the Tombs barber shop. 

Insists He Is a Trinity. 

After Dr. Scholer had completed his 
examination, he said: 

“TJ went particularly into the family 
history of Schmidt. He resented any | 
au! every intimation that he was insane 
He insisted that he was a trinity, em- 
bodying the personalities of a priest, of 
a doctor and of a maker of money. 
“Tt found him physically and mentally 
exhausted. Examination of his heart 
showed that his physical strength is at 
a low ebb.”’ 

“Did Schmidt admit that any of hia 
acts had been wrong, or did he attempt 
to justify them?’ was asked. 

“He admitted that some of his acts 
had been due to perversion,” said Dr. 
Scholer. 


ROME DELEGATE 
NOT .NiIERESTED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Mgr. Cer- 
retti, the apostolic deiegate to this coun- 
try, said to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent today that his visit to New 
York has nothing to do with the case 
of Father Schmidt, confessed murderer 
of Anna Aumueller. 

“While I was in New York I did; 
meet Father Evers, the Tombs priest,’” 
said Mgr. Cerreti, “‘but he was one of 
many who called on me during my stay 
at the cathedral. The name of Schmidt 
was not even mentioned during my con- 
versation with Father Evers, and I am 
taking absolutely no interest in the 
case. It is entirely In the hands of the 
authorities of the State of New York, 
and I have received no instructions from 
Rome in any way to take a hand in the 
matter.. My visit to New York had ab- 
colutely nothing to do with the case of 
Schmidt.”’ 

Mgr. Cerreti denied most emphatically 
that he had received any instructions 
from Rome to make any investigation 
into the reasons why Schmidt was aj)- 
lowed to perform priestly functions.

The Pennsylvania Railroad issued a 
statement, saying that the accident hal 
been caused, so far as could be deter- 
mined, by the negligence of an opera- 
tor at Whitestone Junction, who allowed 
the train bound for New York to leave 
the double track before the other train 
had cleared.

| Foster Movement to Get 
Together on Roosevelt. 


LEADERS DO NOT ENTHUSE 
Anything to Get Back Federal 


Jobs Is to Be Slogan of 
the Standpatters. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Another at- 
tempt is being made to patch ap the dif- 
ferences between the Republicans and 
the Progressives for the purpose of pre- 
senting a united front to the Democrats 
in the congressional! elections in 1914, and 
with the hope of getting togetner on a 
candidate for the presidency in 1916. 


A movement, which seems to have 
been begun in protective tariff newspa- 
pers, is using Theodore Roosevelt’s names 
as a “get-together” slogan. <A peculiar 
fact in connection with the movement 
is that no Progressive leader in Wash- 
ington is enthusing over it. 

Senator La Follette ot Wisconsin said 
last night that he had not heard of the 
movement to ‘get-together’ on Roose- 
velt, and is not interested in it. Senator 
Bristow of Kansas, who supported Col. 
Roosevelt for the nomination and elec- 
tion in 1912, looks upon the proposed 
Roosevelt movement with “suspicion.” 

Bristuw Sitting on a Fence. 

“I am not supporting that or any oth- 
er political movement just now,” said 
Bristow. “I am sitting on the fence. 
watching, as an American citizen, the 
development of political events. It is 
natural that my name should be coupled 
with anything that the Roosevelt people 
are interested in.’’ 

Senator Borah of Idaho, who is fre- 
quently spoken of as a man on whom 
the two wings of the Republican party 
might unite, says he is taking no part 
in the movement to bring the Repub- 
licans together on Roosevelt. He thinks 
\the talk of uniting on Roosevelt is con- 
fined to a few newspapers not satisfied 
with the Democratic regime in Wash- 
ington. 

Senator Bradley of Kentucky denie4 
emphatically that he is having any- 
thing to do with helping to nominate 
Col. Roosevelt for 1916. 

“The high protectionists are crying 
woir at the Democratic tariff bill in 
their movement to reunite the Repub- 
licans and Progressives,”’ 
gressive Republican. “It is amusing to 
see certain heretofore anti-Roosevelt 
papers playing up the Republican get- 
together dope €o the extent of boostinz 
the Colonel.’’ 

Movement Not Taken Seriously. 

The Roosevelt movement is not taken 
seriously yet, although a number of Re- 
publican leaders believe it may develop 
into something formidable “if the coun- 
try does not fare well under the new 
tariff law.”’ Py 

William Loeb Jr. was in Washington 
last week trying tO feel out the situa- 
tion. 

“Anything to defeat the Democrats 
and get back to the protective tariff 
and the Federal jobs,’’ is to be the per- 
sistent cry of the Republicans. The 
staying qualities of the Progressives is 
worrying the stand-patters.

“Producers throughout the country 
have come to a realization that the 
American housekeeper is learning to 
be alert and should have some voice 
in the output of the market because 
she is directly concerned. 

“One of the food products that will 
be very low in price is that of rice. 
The rice market this season is over- 
produced. Therefore, this food will 
no doubt be put on the market at a 
very low figure. The value of rice 
and the many ways it may be made 
palatable goes without saying. 

“Also, this being the beginning of 
the cold storage period, the interested 
housekeeper will occasionally take a 
look at the cold storage reports and 
insist on paying only such prices as 
she should pay according to these re- 
ports. All the winter she should not 
pay more than 32 cents a dozen for 
storage eggs and deal only with the 
grocer who does not overchargs on 
these common. foods. 

“The economical woman is always 
resourceful, but many a time a bit 
of careful consideration, especially at 
this season when the early winter 
supply is coming in, will not only 
save money but make the problem of
